would rather export paper than pulp. 
But Canada is not the only country that 
sends wood pulp to the United States. 
Of the $8,000,000 worth of wood pulp 
imported last year in spite of the duty 
$3,800,000 worth came from British North 
America. The remainder came from Nor- 
way, Germany, and oth@ parts of Ru- 
rope. 

If the American duty were taken off 
and a Canadian export tax imposed, Eu- 
ropean countries which now send wood 
pujp here naturally would increase their 
‘thipments. Countries which now send no 


Newfoundland, 
which is not a part of the dominion of 
Canada, has extensive forests which could 
be drawn upon for cheap wood pulp. 

The repeal of the duty on wood pulp 
would give American paper manefactur- 
ers a cheaper raw material and check the 
rapid destruction of the American sources 
of supply. Consequently the duty should

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THE CHILDREN AND THE HOSPITALS. 


A ‘sensible movement has been started 
in New York by the Society for the Sup- 
pression of Unnecessary Noise. Ite pur- 
pose is to engage school children in the 
effo®t to create zon¢s of quiet about hos- 


pitals. a children's hospital 
branch has u formed; of which Mark 
Twain has accepted the presidency, the 

I approval, and teachers and _ prtinci- 


Ja are cobpera ting to bring the matter 
before the children An attractive badge 


or button has been contrived for those 
‘who join the branch and make a pledge 
of quiet and codperation. Twenty thou- 
sand pupils of the New York schools ha ve 
already been addressed by the leader of 
the movement, Mrs. Isaac L. Rice, aud the 
response was prompt and eager. 

This work is less trivial chan it may 

seem at first thought. The problem of 
quiet for the sick im cities is a serious 
one. Our great hospitals, to which mil- 
lions of money and eo much unselfish 
effort’ are devoted, are affected almost vi- 
tally by it? It is necessary that hospitals 
should be located in cities, even in crowd- 
ed districts in cities. How, then, shall 
the reasonable quiet their patients need 
be secured to them? Au investigation of 
the amount of unnecessary noise contrib- 
uted by children to hospital neighborhoods 
revealed in New York the importance of 
this single aspect of the question. Onfl- 
dren are attracted by curiosity to hospital! 
neighborhoods, by the going and coming 
of the ambulance, by the constant sugges- 
tion of excitement and adventure. 
The New York society took up the mat- 
ter In the most humane and kindly way. 
Its members recognized and sympathized 
with the impulse of the child to shout and 
make noise. Aud they felt that some 
other way than strict discipline, warnings, 
and punishments should be found. 80 
they determined to appeal to the sympa- 
thy of the children themselves, and the 
branch society plan was adopted. 

There is more in this movement than 
the comfort of the sick. There is the 
moral effect wpon the children. This may 
prove to be the most important result of 
the crusade, To awaken in the naturally 
self-centered matures of children the 
thought of other needs, to arouse pity for 
suffering, to make that pity a source of 
pelf-restraint, all this is an educative 
process of great value. 

Conditions In Chicago do not differ from 
those about New York hospitals. Would 
it not be well to establish in this city a 
children’s hospital. branch for. the. sup- 
pression of noise?

themselves in behalf of Artemisia’s son, and 
professing to regard him as a candidate to th.

Austrian government in his behéif. — 

In fact, Count e Zichy assumed the 
role of the young fellow's guardian and made 
a vain effort to induce Emperor Francis 
Joseph to allow the lad to enter the famous 
Viennese military college, known as the 
Theresianum, where the present khédive of 
Egypt, the late king of Spain, the gons of the 
ex-crown princess of Brazil, and many other 
scions of poyal and imperial families of the 
old world have received their military train- 
ing and education. 

— | 

Unfortunately the lad did not know how to 
behave: He possessed all the defects of his 
father, King Milan, without any of the lat- 
ter’s redeeming qualities, and ended by 
alienating and disgusting all those who had 
befriended him. When Count Zichy died 
suddenty it was found that he had made no 
provision for his young protégé; and that in- 
stead of being trustee of any fund created by 
Milan for his son, he had been dipping into 
his own pocket for the boy, to an extent that 
greatly embarrassed his financial affairs. 

Then, too, when King Peter of Servia in- 
augurated friendlier relations with the sub- 
lume porte than had previously existed be- 
tween Servia and Turkey, the sultan'satten- 
tions waned rapidly. ＋ 

Instead of making the best of a bad job, 
young Christies gave ence in every way 
of the fact. that his e and Vanity were 
deeply hurt, and that F receded the negiéct 
and indifference with which he was being 
treated. One day a bomb explosion took 
place in the grounds of the palace where he 
had been living with his grandfather since 
his mother’s death, and at once the story 
was given out that an attempt had been made 
to assassinate him by 
Peter, who wished to get him out of the way, 
regarding him a danger to the dynasty. 

Careful investigation, however, brought to 
light the fact that the attempted assassina- 
tion was bogus: that ft had been devised and 
organized by young Christies, for the pur- 
pose of keeping himself before the public and 
to prevent his being forgotten. 
covery led the sultan to give orders for his 
expulsion from Turkey, and 30 enraged his 
grandfather, old Johannides, that he altered 
his will, entirely disinheriting his grandson, 
who, on the old milliionaire’s demise last year, 
found himself without a penny piece. 

After drifting around in Paris, young 
Christies made his way to Vienna, and since 
exhausting the generosity of the former 
friends of his father among the Austrian and 
Hungarian nobility, to an extent that has 
closed all their doors against him, has been 
acting as drummer for a typewriting concern, 
harassed by Parisian and Viennese cred- 
tors, who threaten him with criminal pro- 
ceedings on the alleged ground of fraud. He 
is still a relatively young man, Who bears a 
striking resemblance to King Milan, and it 
will be interesting to keep track of his fu- 
ture career, which may end in the gutter, in 
jail, or on a Balkan throne—there is no know- 
ing which. 

— 

Note should be made here of the fact that 
since the last ten days there has been an ac- 
cession to the number of those royal and im- 
perial personages who wield sovereign power 
in the old world. This new recruit among the 
rulers of Europe is the grandduchess of Lux- 
emburg, who has been solemnly Invested with 
the regency of the grandduchy, owing to the 
complete mental and physical paralysis of 
her moribund husband. 

The ceremony of investiture and the admin- 
istration to her of the oath to observe the con- 
stitution took place at Santa Margherita de 
Ligure, in northern Italy, where she is now 
staying with her dying husband, and with her 
six young daughters, the prime minister of 
the duchy, as well as the president of the na- 
tional legislature, and a deputation of its 
members, making the trip from Luxemburg 
to Italy for the purpose. 

The grandduchess, whose regency is likely 
to prove of considerable duration, since after 
the death of her husband it will be continued 
throughout the minority of her eldest daugh- 
ter, the heiress to the throne, now 14 years 
| of age, is an exceedingly brilliant and hand- 
some women of 46, daughter of the late Dom 
Miguel, who reigned over Portugal as king 
for several years before being driven into 
exile, and sister of the présent legitimate 
pretender, known as the duke of Braganza.

Her mother, by birth a Princess Loewen- 
stein, has for several years past been abbess

It may be added that not the 
least characteristic thing ut the book is 
the argument that it makes for simple human 
kindmese. 


Mre. Percy Deamer publishes through Mo- 
Clure’s an unusual novel entitled “ THE 
SISTERS.’ Mrs. Deamer appears to be 
keenly interested in the question of the sub- 
liminal consciousness and she has taken the 
recent discoveries in hypnotic therapeutics’ 
and made them ea feature of her story. The 
‘author hag indulged in high Mghte and in 
extraordinarily deep shadows in delineating 
her characters, but she has succeeded well in 
giving vitality to them, and she has been at 
pains to explain that the most excessive and 
apparently exaggerated character is the only ; 
one that hae been taken directly from real 
life. 

The story is a difficult one to retell, and, 
indeed, a résumé of it would almost certainly 
give a wrong impression because the bald 
outline of the tale would convey the imprea-_ 
sion that the story is offensive. It might’ 
be so, indeed, dealing as it does with the 

life of two more or lees unscrupulous 
men, but thet it is redeemed by the inherent 
refinement and undeniable earnestness of the 
author. 

Mrs. Deamer conveys in her Introduction 
the fact that she has something in particular 
to gay, but, coll down her interest 
ing, if confess that I 
am unable to say what this is. 
However, ag the story presents the contrast- 

ing Mves of two sisters, one born in wedlock 
and ght up by a devout and lovely moth- 
er, and the other poisoned with all the hate- 
ful knowledge of the florid half world, it 
may be safe to infer that the author's inten- 
tion was to show the effect of training and 
surroundings on character. 

Furthermore, as a latent nobility and love 
of right doing lay hidden in the nature of the 
unfortunete sister, which were fnaliy 
brought to the surface by the love and un- 
selfish devotion of the other eister, ft ls pos- 
| sible that Mrs. Deamer wished to give a prac- 
tical illustration of the power of suggestion. 
At any rate, the story of how the woman 
suffering from moral disease was inoculated 
with goodness, is interesting and suggestive. 

A sort of a substitute for the Greek chorus 
is provided in the person of a benevolent and 
philosophie spinster, of noble disinterested- 
ness, who ie able to detach herself sufficiently 
from her surroundings to estimate the sig- 
nificance of the various episodes of the hu- 
man drama which is enacted by the more 
impulsive characters, and it is in her endur- 
ing serenity that the life tossed heroines rest 
at last.
